He was assured by Sena­ 
tor Moody that PrentiBs wai not in­ 
volved, other than having been plac­ 
ed under bond as one of those pres­ 
ent, and that the matter was being 
treated lightly In T uscaloosa.

Brandon, on returning to Tuscaloosa 
from Montgomery late Sunday after­ 
noon wired Capt. Blackwell that Edi­ 
tor Doty’s condition was nothing like 
ho serious as “stated" in the news­ 
papers and that Prentiss was not in­ 
volved.
